resumption upon a restricted and an­ 
tique basis. 
Method# which the com 
mercial world discarded generations ago 
would hav e to be brought into use for 
carry ing on business under the condi­ 
tions which the adoption of Mr. Bry an’s 
two absurd propositions would impose 
“ Where would tho hemp come from 
for nex t y ea r’s binder twine to tie the 
farmers1 wheat?

M A K I N G S I L H O U E T T E S . 


hunt* Instruction In 11 1 •- Art of Produc­ 
ing 'ill« » « « 
O ld linn* 1 avuritc*. 
Kven in the enlig htened days when 
tin* art of photography has advanced so 
very near to perfection there are still 
some old fashioned people who cling 
with fondness to these silhouettes. 
One 
great tiling in their favor is that the 
least clever among us may, with a little 
patience and a steady hand, tind in them 
a plea sing recreation and su*ut become 
adroit in their execution. 
But there 
may be some of our young A-adtrs w ho 
scarcely know wha t a silhou* tte is, and 
such unenlig htened persons we will en­ 
deavor briefly to instruct in the almost 
forgotten art. 
A few sheets of drawing 
paper, a pencil and a la mp are ull th** 
essentia ls need*’*! to commence opera­ 
tions. 
The operator lirst lixes a sheet <4 pa ­ 
per to the wa ll by inserting a pin in 
each corner. 
Then the person whose 
likeness, or silhouette, is to bo taken 
is seated in a chair close to the wa ll in 
such a position as to throw a distinct 
shadow of his profile (a s near life size 
as possible) on the center of th* paper. 
To secure steadiness a wine glass or 
some such support is placed be twin n his 
head and the w a ll— for the slig htest 
inovemt nt often causes failure. Ha ving 
arrange*I these matt**rs sat isfactorily, the 
operator proce* *ls to sketch with a pen­ 
cil th*’ head and protile of the sitter, 
and this requires a steady hand and 
some dispatch, as it is no easy matter 
to sit m one position for a great 1* ngth 
of time pi'il« etly motionl* ss. 
\Yh* n tlie 
sketch is concluded, little skill will bo 
needed to bung the task to a nnul. The 
op* rat or has only with a sharp p« nknife 
to cut out the head in the lire 
ot flu* 
pencil mark. 
The center part is then 
thrown aside and the other paper laid 
on a piece of black cloth, which throws 
out the feature* boldly, and if sufficient 
car*» has been takt u a striking lik* ness 
will be the rewa rd.— Happy Thoughts.

After the Dutch had taken tho Mo­ 
lucca s from the Portug uese they intro­ 
duced the cultiva tion of the clove into 
their own possissions, cut down all the 
clove trees of the Moluccas and pro­ 
nounced death on any one who would 
pla nt a sing le clove bush or g ather or 
sell a pound oi the product. Expeditions 
were sent from their other eastern pos­ 
sessions every year to cut down any 
bushes that m ig ht have 
a ccidenta lly 
sta rtid in tlu* Molucca islands.

barbarous policy made th** islands a 
desert, for, deprived of their forests, the 
volca nic soil was washed awa y, and the 
population starved or wa s deported.
